Denny Tradition in County 
More Than 100 Years Old 


Family Donated Much 


of Land for Road and 


One of Them Built It; New Controversy 
Over Change in Name. 


Missouri had not yet attained 
statehood when first arose those 
traditions of Denny road, whose 
loss, in designation of the entire 
belt highway No. 77 as “Lindbergh 
boulevard,’”” Huntleigh Village trus- 
tees and other St. Louis County res- 
idents are protesting. 

Still standing on Denny. road, as 
hundreds still call it anofficially, is 
a Denny home built nearly 80 years 
ago. A few hundred yards east of 
it, north of Conway road, stands 
the house still called “the old home 
place,” though built 14 years later, 
on part of the original Denny grant, 
which has not changed hands in 
mere than a century. 


Two years before the first steam- 
boat landed at St. Louis, Samuel 
J. Denny, of a Pennsylvania family, 
came to the frontier village from 
Kentucky. It was 1815. The first 
brick house in St. Louis was new, 
the Governor had just proclaimed 
the population as 2000 and a shock- 
haired backwoodsman named Jack- 
son was only then driving the Brit- 
ish from his cotton-bale barricade 
at New Orleans. 


Denny, farmer and stockman, 
looked over the fur-trading village 
and the fertile hills surrounding it. 
A Government land office was 
opened the year after his arrival 
By 19198—the General Pike had 
landed at the levee, Benton had 
killed Lucas in duel on Bloody Is- 
land, and the village by lottery had 
purchased its first two fire engines, 
neither of which would work—he 
had found his place to live and ob- 
tained an 80 acre grant from Pres- 
ident Monroe. 


The land was 15 miles west of 
the town. It was new country, 
where a man with a will to work 
could get along. Denny did get 


inal 80 acres had grown to 800, ex- 
tending from Warson past Denny 
to Spoede road, south past Clayton 
road and north almost to Ladue. 
None of those roads, of course, 
existed then. Neighbors were few. 
But those were days when pleas- 
ures were simple. Visitors brought 
along’ the whole family and stayed 
for days. They drove or rode out 
Olive street on what became 5St. 
Louis’ chief pleasure thoroughf@re 
as the Plank road and _e turned 
southward into a lane, “the road 
to Denny’s place.” 

So it was that, when the county 


was called upon to grade and ex- 
tend the road through that fertile 


section, it was called Denny road 
as a matter of course. He gave 


much of the right-of-way, and the 
road was built by his son, whom 
he had named Andrew Jackson 
Denny after the backwoods general 
who won the Battle of New Or- 
leans the year Sam Denny came to 
St. Louis. 
Stone Found by Workers. 


Last fall, when the new con- 
crete bridge was built across the 
middle branch of River des Peres 
on the new highway between the 
east and west legs of Conway road, 
workmen tearing down the old 
bridge, came across a huge stone 
inscribed, “A, J. Denny, 1856.” 

Three or four years earlier he 
had built the red brick house a 
quarter mile north, still called the 
“Sam Denny place,” although it 
passed out of the hands of ithe 
family a few years ago. Near it 
stood the original log cabin of 
1819. The clay bank where the 
brick was made still may be scen 
down a siope to the eastward. 
There, too, is an 80-foot well from 
which water was piped 50 feet to 
a spring-house no longer standing. 

Slaves made the brick and drew 
the water, and the loft where they 
slept, reaching it by a tortuous 
outside stairway, still is unchanged. 
Fireplaces heated the basement 
dining room and kitchen and living 
rooms upstairs, where puncheon 
floors have lasted three-quarters 
of a century. 

In the year after the Civil War 
A. J. Denny moved over to the 
hilltop to the east and built the 
present Denny home, now held by 
his son, Roy Denuy. In the iast 
three years it has been restored by 
his grandson, Robert Denny, an 
architect, in keeping with the style 
of its day. 

Originally it comprised two 16- 
foot log rooms with a space be- 
tween which was closed in as an 
entrance hall. Later additions on 
the rear have been’ removed. Two 
others have been built on the sides, 
and the whole painted white in 
contrast to the green hillsides and 


the huge trees beneath which it | 


nestles. 

The old-time outside chimneys 
have been covered by the new 
wings, but the fireplaces inside 
have been preserved in the orig- 
inal brick, made on the place and 
in the original style, although they 
have been enlarged. Stucco has 
replaced the old plaster chinking, 
but its rough finish, the bare oak- 
en logs and old furniture preserve 
the full flavor of the days “be- 
fore the war.”

Auditor Testifies in Suit of 


Minority Creditors of De- 
funct Brokerage Firm. 


Emory Jones, former auditor for 
Lorenzo E. Anderson & Co., testi- 
fied yesterday before Special Mas- 
ter Conway Elder at & hearing on 


the claim of R. Morton Moss, who 
represents creditors of the defunct 
brokerage company, holding claims 
aggregating about $180,000. 


Moss and the group he repre- 
sents have not approved the liqui- 
dating plan; sponsored by a syndi- 
cate of large creditors and former 
investors. By the terms of the 
plan, Moss and his associates would 
receive a lower price for stocks 
sold from their accounts at the 
Anderson company during the re- 
ceivership, than the high market 
value they could have obtained if 
the securities were not held by the 
brokerage firm. 


The reorganization group, which 
has posted $2,000,000 to assure 
slow liquidation with minimum loss 
of the assets of the Anderson com- 
pany, has offered Moss the average 
price at which his securities were 
sold. Moss contends he sought to 
protect his stock by paying the full 
amount due on it, and thus obtain 
possession of it, but was dissuaded 
by employes and partners of the 
brokerage firm. 


Demanded Transfer of Account. 


Jones testified Moss had demand- 
ed the transfer of his account to 
another brokerage firm on Jan. 
19, three days before the suspen- 
sion of L. E. Anderson & Co. from 
the New York Stock Exchange for 
insolvency. The transfer was not 
made, Jones said, because Ander- 
son & Co. was not in liquid con- 
dition. 

“Due to the decrease in value of 
the securities, it would have been 
necessary to pay an amount of 
cash to obtain their release from 
New York brokers to whom the 
securities were pledged,”” Jones 


said, “and Lorenzo E. Anderson & 
Co. was in a frozen condition.” 
The auditor was questioned 


briefly by Louis Mayer, Moss’ at- 
torney, about the account of the 
Vandeventer Securities Co., which 
included about 48 per cent of 
Grand National Bank stock. Jones 
said the balance due on this ac- 
count was secured by other bank 
stocks, which were either at the 
Anderson company's offices or 
posted as collateral by the broker- 
age firm for other loans. 
Anco Got the Profits. 

“The Anco Investment Co. re- 
ceived all the profits of L. E. An- 
derson & Co., until May 31, 1930,” 
Jones testified. “It lent approxi- 
mately $1,000,000 to the partners 
of the brokerage firm. I am not 
familiar with the agreement be- 
tween the two organizations, and 
do not know whether the Anco was 
bound to share in losses as well as 
profits.” 

Harry E. Sprague, an attorney 
for the receivers of Anderson & 
Co., testified the receivers had 


foreclosure of loans such as 0oc- 
curred in the Moss account, and 
denied he had promised Moss or 
his attorney that Moss would get 
all of his stocks back after a re- 
organization.

OWAT TELLS MINERS 
TO ASSERT RIGHTS 


Addresses Convention Protest- 
‘ing Against Comproinise 
‘by Union Factions. 


Alexander Howat of Pittsburg, 
Kan., a leader of an opposition fac- 


tion of union coal miners of the 
United Mine Workers of America. 
urged delegates to an “Internationa! 
Rank and- File” convention at the 
Missouri Hotel today to assert their 
rights against union officials, as 
they have against mine operators 
and to determine their own policy 
in reference to the recent compro- 
mise between the reorganized mine 
worwkers and the group headed by 
John L. Lewis. 

About 200 delegates from various 
coal-mining states, said to repre- 
sent 40,000 union workers, are-at- 
tending the convention. The meet- 
ing was called to protest against 
the compromise between the Lewis 
faction and the Walker-Germer- 
Fishwick faction, which was ap- 
proved last month by Judge Harry 
Edwards of Dixon, IIL. 

Leaders of the present conven- 
tion charge that they were be- 
trayed by John H. Walker, leader 
of the faction which formed a “re- 
organized” union at Springfield, II1., 
a year ago. “Walker abandoned 
the fight against Lewis when Lewis 
agreed to recognize him as head of 
the Illinois miners,” Howat said. 
“His compromise with Lewis was 
an outrage to Illinois miners and 
the men themselves should decide 
whether they are going to obey him 
in paying dues to Lewis. Let the 
officials know that the miners are 
the real bosses of the union.” 

James Haynes of Pana, Ill., was 
elected temporary chairman of the 
convention after several miners had 
declined the nomination on the 
ground that they were 
merely as observers and not as ac- 
credited delegates. 

Howat. expressing disappoint- 
ment at the small attendance, de- 
clared he understood many min- 
ers had been threatened with the 
loss of their jobs if they attended. 

William Daech, secretary of the 
Rank and File Organization Com- 
mittee and signer of the conven- 
tion call, opened the meeting. 

The call stated that “the so- 
called settlement would be a co- 
lossal joke if it were not for the 
fact that a year of wrangling has 
cost the miners thousands of dol- 
lars and left them worse off than 
ever under the curse of low wages, 
slave conditions and unemployment. 
This is a splendid opportunity for 
the miners, who have no real griev- 
ances against each other, to get 
together and build a union that 
will be the pride of the American 
labor movement.

The Indians there have the 
right to spear seals at sea, usually 
getting them while they are sieep- 
ing on the surface. 

Members of the patrel say mu- 
sical instruments are employed to 
attract the seals to the surface to 
aid lookouts in estimating the size 
of the herd. 

The guard picks up the _ seal 
herd anywhere from Cape Flattery, 
Wash., north. Some years the seals 
are never sighted at all, and when 
the guardsmen reach the rookeries 
on the Pribilof Islands they find. 
the herd there ahead of them. 

The ships protect the herd 
against poachers under a treaty 
among the United States, Russia, 
Japan and Great Britain, by which 
pelagic (ocean) sealing is a Gov- 
ernment monopoly. Since the Unit- 
ed States owns the islands where 
the seals are born, this country 
takes charge of the pelts and di- 
vides later with the others Powers. 

Two cutters, the Shoshone, a new

Bluecher Palace, which had been 
purchased by the American Gov- 
ernment for an-Embassy building 
here, was badly damaged by fire

concentrated their -efforts on pre- 
venting spread of the Diaze to 
nearby buildings.

Origin of the fire was not ascer- 
tained. There were no known 
casualties, but the offices of the 
United States commercial attache, 
the only part of the Embassy which 
had been moved to the . building, 


were destroyed. 


Title to the building was still in 
its former owner’s hand so the 
United States Government, which 
is reputed to have paid $7,500,000 
for it presumably escaped serious 


The palace was built by the 
Prussian Government as a gift to 
Gen. Bluecher, who turned the tide 


ef battle at Waterloo. 


Ambassador Sackett said that he 
probably would postpone his pro- 
jected trip to America because of 
the fire. He could not determine 


immediately whether a new build- 


ing would have to be erected or, 


in that case, how long America 
would have to wait for a new Em- 
bassy. 

Several persons who waiched the 
fire said that at its outbreak it 
‘was accompanied by several explo- 
sioms, presumably due to the igni- 
tion of hunting ammunition  be- 
longing to one of the _ tenants, 
among whom was Prince Henckell 
von Donnersmark, whose apart- 
ment was completely destroyed. 

The half-burned records of the 
American commercial attache's of- 
fice could be picked up all over 
the famous Tiergarten this morn- 
ing, a high wind having bdiown 
them out of the building while 
firemen were attempting to quench 
the blaze. 


The chief sufferers from the fire) 


were the members of the Donners- 
mark family, whe lost costly tapes- 
tries, paintings, Venetian mirrors 
and antique furniture, collected 
through centuries.

public, asking that the law be 
removed from the statute books. 

The women, signing as individ- 
uals, declared themselves “advo- 
cates of true temperance,” and ex- 
pressed anxiety for the fate.of fu- 
ture generations becauce of what 
they characterized the alarming 
increase of drunkenness under the 
dry law. Some pf the outstanding 
women of Finland signed the peti- 
tion.

HOOVER PRAISES PART OF NEGRO 
SCHOOLS IN RACE’S PROGRESS 


Greatest Influence in Averting 5o- 
cial. Upheaval After Slavery, 
He Asserts.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—WNe- 
gro schools established since the 
days of slavery were credited yes- 
terday by President Hoover * with 
having exerted the greatest influ- 
ence in averting social upheavals 
following the admission of 4, 000,- 
600 slaves to citizenship. 

From the study in the White 
House where President Lincoln 
signed the emancipation proclama- 
tion, the chief executive participat- 
ed in the celebration of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the founding of Tus- 
kegee Institute at Tuskegee, Ala., 
by Booker T. Washington. 

His address was transmitted to 
the chapel of the institute and there 
rebroadcast to the country. 

President Hoover praised the 
work of Booker T. Washington in 
leading his race toward literacy, 
and said the progress of the Negro 
since slavery “has surpassed the 
most sanguine hopes of the most 
ardent advocate.”

BILL INGREASING GOVERNOR'S 
SALARY PASSED BY SENATE

JEFFERSON CITY, April 15.—A 
bill increasing the salary of the 
Governor of Missouri to $10,000 a 
year was passed by the Senate, vir- 
tually. without debate, yesterday. 
It now goes to the House. The 
same measure also fixes the salary 
of the elective State officials, Sec- 
retary of State, Superintendent of 
Schools, Treasurer, Auditor and At- 
torney-General, at $6500 a year. 

Salaries now paid the adminis- 
trative officers are $3000 plus fees. 
whith brings them to about $5500. 
The Governor receives $5000 a year 
and fees, which bring the total to 
about $7500. 

The bill also establishes salaries 
of Judges of the Supreme Court at 
$7500, the same they now receive, 
although part of the present pay 
comes from fees as syllabi commis- 
sioners. The salaries of Circuit 
Judges was placed at $4700, elim- 
inating all fees. (This does not af- 
fect St. Louis Circuit Judges.)

School finances were debated by 
the Board of Education last night, 
after one member, Arthur A. Blu- 
meyer, expressed fear that funds 
would be insufficient to carry on 
the contemplated building pro- 
gram. Other members disagreed 
with him, believing there would be 
enough money to finish the pres- 
ent units of Hadley Vocational 
School, erect the new J. Gabriel 
Woerner School and build a new 
high school. at Kingshighway and 
Arsenal street. 

Blumeyer suggested the peast- 
bility that bond issues might be- 
come necessary to finance build- 
ings, in view of the demand for 
educational facilities, which has 
been growing far out of propor- 
tion to the tax income. The 
board’s traditional policy has been 
to meet this expense from current 
revenue. It was also suggested at 
the meeting that the voters might 
be asked to increase the school tax 
rate, now 85 cents on the $100 
valuation, but this cannot be done 
before 1934. 

The board fixed the sinking 
fund tax rate, to carry the $2,- 
067,000 of bonds outstanding from 
the one wartime issue of 1916, at 2 
cents on the $100, the same as it 
was last year. This means that 
unless the State changes its 12- 
cent rate the total St. Louis rate 
will remain $2.71 this year, as it 
was last year. 

Blumeyer Cites Figures. 


Blumeyer said the _ tentative 
budget for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1 called for $13,659,000 
of expenditures while receipts were 
estimated at $12,891,000, or $70,- 
000 more than last year’s income. 
The excess of expenditures over 
income would be $768,000. For 
administration, operation and 
maintenance the budget calls for 
$12,845,000, or within $46,000 of

Dr. Robert Grant Aitken of 
Lick Observatory De- 
clares Modern Instru- 
ments Have Made Pos- 
sible Hitherto Unimag- 
ined Advances. 


Modern astronomy. has attained 
the threshold of the exploration 
of stellar systems, undreamed of 
a few decades ago, so far from our 


galactic system it would take about 
900,000 years for their light to 
reach us traveling at 186,000 miles 
a second, according to Dr. Robert 
Grant Aitken, director of the Lick 
Observatory, Mount Hamilton, Cal. 
He is in St. Louis today. * Last 
night he made an address on as- 
tronomical development before the 
Academy of Science of St. Louis at 
Soldan High School. 

Dr. Aitken, one of the world’s 
foremost astronomers, holder of the 
Lalande prize of the Academy of 
Sciences of France for hid double 
star discoveries will attend a din- 
ner commemorating the seventy- 
fifth anniversary of the St. Louis 
academy at Hotel Chase tonight. He 
plans to leave tomorrow for Phila- 
delphia to participate in a meeting 
of the American Philosophical So- 
ciety and then will attend a meet- 
ing of the National Academy of 
Sciences at Washington. 

Discovery of these external gal- 
axies—so far distant as to stagger 
the imagination of the layman— 
was brought about through the de- 
velopment of powerful instruments, 
Dr. Aitken said. Improved instru- 
ments were responsible largely for 
another major development in as- 
tronomy, he said, making it possi- 
ble to investigate condition of the 
interior of stars, studying - their 
atomic arrangement. 

Great Advance in Lens-Making. 

A telescope with a lens 200 
inches in diameter is under con- 
struction, he said, while but 36 
years ago the largest telescope in 
the world had a 36-inch lens. Pow- 
erful and delicate auxiliary instru- 
ments, he said, aided in celestial 
exploration. One appliance, Pr. 
Aitken said, measured the heat of 
stars, defining the intensity of ra- 
diation of a star as distant as 500 
light years. «A light year is about 
six millions of*millions of miies. 

“Modern astronomical instru- 
ments,” Dr. Aitken said, “enhance 
the development of physics and 
chemistry in determining the na- 


of colors on the surface 


ture of an atom and ‘the constitu- 


ition of matter. 


“Physicists are afforded a celes- 
tial laboratory to test theories on a 
scale impossible on earth.” 

The external spiral nebula, at 
first thought to be a gaseous obicct, 
Dr. Aitken said, was found through 
increasingly powerful instruments 
to consist cf a mass of stars and 
clusters of enormous suns, some of 
them “possibly 10,000,000, perhaps 
even 50,000,000 times the siz2 of 
our sun,” Dr. Aitken explained.

Unssmhedal Systems. 

Observations of some of the un- 
explored systems, Dr. Aitken said, 
indicated some of the bodies were 
receding from us at a rate of about 
10,000 miles a second. The amount 
of velocity increased ‘with the in- 
creasing distance of the object, he 
said. 

The distant planets probably 
contained life, Dr. Aitken observed, 
though research of stars and suns 
whose existence was not suspected 
until 1900 has but begun. 

Dr. Aitken characterized present 
attempts to communicate with our 
neighboring Mars as “pure piffle.” 
He said the belief that life of some 
sort existed. there was postulated 
on the presence of conditions we 
consider necessary to life here, 
such as water, and certain tem- 
peratures and atmospheric condi- 
tions. 

Existence of free oxygen and 
water vapor on Mars had been .s- 
tablished, he said, while the change 
would 
seem to indicate changing seasons 
and the presence of low forms of 
vegetable life. 

Dr. Aitken does not conform to 
the conventional conception of a 
scientist. Tall, gray haired, wear- 
ing a miechanical device to aid his 
hearing, he views the world with 
whimsical gray eyes behind spec- 
tacles as polished as his beloved 
lenses, talks of many things, andj 
eherishes the romance of his call- 
ing.

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IDLENESS IN PRISONS. 

Increasingly difficult becomes the problem of {dle- 
ness in prisons. The Hawes-Cooper law, effective in 
1933, forbids shipments of ‘prison-made goods in inter- 
state commerce. It was passed at the behest of la- 
bor organizations, which complained of the competi- 
tion of prison labor. The Legislature has just de- 
feated a bill sponsored by Gov. Caulfield, requiring 
State institutions, counties and school districts to 
buy supplies exclusively from the prison, providing 
the prison were able to furnish them. It was op- 
posed by the Chamber of Commerce because it would 
set up competition against private business, which 
now supplies the needs of the institutions. In some 
states convicts work on the highways, but here again 
they compete with labor.

F the education bill which is now be- 
| fore the Governor for his consideration 

should become a law, it would have a 
very serious effect upon plans to remove the 
fire hazards and congestion in Missouri 
penal and eleemosynary institutions, which 
constitute the most pressing emergency con- 
fronting the state. The House appropria- 
tion bills for these special purposes con- 
tain provisions that the amounts guaran- 
teed for public schools shall be paid be- 
fore any of such appropriations for State 
institutions shall become available. 
Since the increase in the income tax 
rates will apply only to the latter half of 
1931, the increased revenue during 1932 
will not exceed $3,0.0,000. 
tion bill becomes a law, the State guarantee 
for public schools would absorb all of this.

AS a measure ‘designed to improve edu- 
cational opportunities throughout the State, 
the bill is most unsatisfactory.

Further, the 
bill would completely reverse Missouri's pre- 
vious policy (carried on in cOmmon with 
most other states) of granting State aid to 
stimulate local initiative and local support 
of public schools. Missouri should provide 
considerably larger amounts of State aid 
for this constructive purpose, but there is 
no justification for increased State aid on 
any other basis. Hence, the bill actually 
may retard rather than promote improve- 
ments in education. ~ 

If the bill fails of enactment, the schools 
still will receive a considerable increase in 
State aid. One-third of the receipts of the 
general revenue fund now goes to the pub- 
lic schools. If increased taxes bring an 
additional revenue of $6,000,000 annually, 
there will be available for public schools 
$2,000,000 more than they now réceive.

Weidle Answers Blumeycr. 
‘Ben .Weidle said the board 
had a balance of about $7,000,000 
on March 81, carrying that large 
balance to meet such conditions as 
the present. Blumeyer declared 
today, however, that current bills 
and payrolls would reduce the bal- 
ance to $3,700,000 by July 1 and 
that $3,000,000 of this would be 
required to carry the schools over 
until taxes were collected next De- 
cember.

Weidle said there were always 
reversions of unexpended appropri- 
ations after the tentative budget 
was made up, which would swell the 
funds available, and he fixed the 
amount necessary to carry the 
board over from July to December 
at $3,500,000. He predicted the 
present budget and building plans 
could be carried out and still leave 
a $3,500,000 balance on July 1, 
1932, also that the people would 
raise the tax rate when shown the 
need for it. 

Call for Bids Stands. 
The estimated balance for July 
1, 1932, would be $2,984,000 if the 
Hadley School were done by that 
time, Blumeyer replied. Richard 
Murphy counseled deferring dis- 
cussion until a definite budget had 
been prepared. President Barth 
predicted that the board could con- 
tinue erecting schools out of cur- 
rent revenue.

NEW YORK, April 15.—The 
stock market experienced one of 
the swiftest but quietest declines of 


the year today. 


Prices gave way easily under 
light selling pressure. There were 
numerous declines of 2 to 7 points, 
although the day’s sales aggregated 
only about 2,000,000 shares. Bears 
were active, and encountered little 
opposition, although they were un- 
successful in prompting any impor- 
tant volume of selling, even though 


they succeeded in depressing U. S. 
Steel to a new low since 1928. 


The bond market was a little un- 
settled, but grains moved contrary 
to the trend in stocks, the new crop 
wheat deliveries gaining about a 
cent a bushel at Chicago and 2 
cents at Winnipeg. U. S. Steel 
dropped more than 3 points, going 
below 134, as contrasted to last De-/ BellTPa 5s 
cember’s low of 134%. New York Bos 
Central dropped more than 3 points 
to the lowest in seven years. The 
list showed no inclination to rally 


in the final dealings. 


The widest declines appeared in| ® 
Vanadium, reflecting omission of 


the dividend, and in General Amer- 
ican Tank and Auburn, off about 5 
to 7 points. Issues down 2 to 4 
included Atchison, American and 
Foreign Power, American Can, Al- 
lied Chemical, American Telephone, 
Bethlehem, Case, Consolidated Gas, 
Lackawanna, Westinghouse, Union 
Pacific and Union Carbide. 
Steel Trade Reviews. 

While the decline was largely 
impelled by bearish activity, the 
weekly steel trade reviews gave the 
bears a good argument to support 
their cause, and the weekly report 
of electric power consumption was 
less favorable than those of the 
past few weeks. 

“Iron Age” placed raw steel out- 
put at 51 per cent of capacity, the 
third successive drop of two points, 


while the decline from the year’s 
peak of 57 per cent reached in late 
March has been a normal seasonal 
development, there had been some 
hope that the spring peak might 
be reached later than usual this 
year, and that the current decline 


was only temporary, but this hope 
seems to be on the wane. 

“American Metal Market” com- 
mented that “the real feature in 
steel may be called its failure to 
improve farther since the middle 
of March, rather than its decline, 
which is slight, and not likely to 
be important. A March peak and 
a July low are the usual thing. . .” 

Trade News. 

The report of electrical power 
consumption for the week ended 
April 11 showed a drop of 3.1 per 
cent from a year ago, the least 
favorable comparison since the 
week ended March 14. The show- 
ing is still considerably better than 
that of the early weeks of the year. 

The decline in freight car load- 
ings as reported for the week ended 
April 4 of 11,568 cars was inter- 
preted over bearishly on first 
giance. As a matter of fact, the 
decline was less than usually oc- 
curs in the week of Good Friday, 
and was largely accounted for by a 
smaller movement of coal. 

The weekly petroleum statistics, 
however, were discouraging, show- 
ing further gains in crude output 
and gasoline stocks on hand. 

Spanish Peseta Comes Back. 

The Spanish peseta staged a 
comeback today in the foreign ex- 
change market. 

The unit opened at 10:52 cents 
per peseta, more than canceling 


yesterday's decline of nearly half} 


a cent. The opening price com- 
pared with the close of $.94 cents 
yesterday. 

There was a slight reaction to 
10.35 cents after the opening, but 
early in the afternoon it had 
climbed to 10.47 cents. 

It is believed in Wall street that 
the recent $60,000,090 credit to the 
Bank of Spain for stabilizing the 
peseta has not as yet been used and 
it Is assumed that the new Govern- 


ment will favor stabilization of the} Gen 


currency.

overnment officials,’’ and prob- 
ly will be given out in a few 
teks. 
Arrests without warrant, illegal 
arch and seizure, deportation on 
sufficient evidence, and a whole 
talogue of arbitrary and tyrane- 
cal practices are listed by Oppen- 
imer as having been visited on 
liens by immigration authorities. 
many instances he found that 
e aliens were helpless, either be- 
g ignorant of their rights or too 
or to employ lawyers. 
For Deportation Court. 
Approximately 20,000 deporta- 
n cases were brought by the ime- 
igration service during the last 
al year, and about 16,000 aliens 
re deported. Oppenheimer made 
detailed survey of 500 of these 
ses. He reached the conclusion 
at the administrative system 
ould be thoroughly revised.
